Dep. Dist, Atty. Ho ward H artley, 
said he questio ned .Miss So ule fo r 
two ho urs and she related this 
sto ry: 
The attack o ccurred o n W ednes­ 
day at appro xim ately 7 a.m . in 
the apartm ent the girls shared. 
Miss So ule subsequently dragged
